-at the bottom of the heap for so 
long that her self-respect was, fad- 


“Hitler has proved a popular 
‘leader because he had accomplish- 
‘ed what other would-be leaders 
had ‘promised.’ But their cam- 

ign against the Jews are nullify- 
ing their attempts to gain what 

hey are seeking today—equality 
in economics and popularity.” 
LOOKING AHEAD 

Until now, people all over the 
world are wondering what Hitler’s 
mext move will be.

| port Italy against France in the 
effort to regain lost Tunisia?

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Speaker Discusses 
Jewish Situation 


“If Hitler were assassinated, 
conditions in Germany would be- 
come much worse under the ad- 
ministration of Goering and others 
of der Fuhrer’s lieutenants,” stated 
Miss Virginia Keim to members 
of the German club this week.

The Jewish situation was 
summed up by Miss Keim, who 
quoted the official newspaper of 
the secret police.

“Any Aryan may buy a Jew’s 
business from him at a figure set 
by government appraisal,’ the 
speaker stated. ‘Usually the price 
set is not too unfair.” 

Another point made by Miss 
Keim was that Germany depends 
upon the education of youth and 
not the older people to carry on 
Nazi policies. 

GERMAN TRAVELER 

The speaker was in Germany 
nearly a year, traveling through- 
out the country. Most of her visit 
was spent in Bavaria, however. 

The talk was presented at a 
pot-luck supper meeting of the 
German club held this week in 
the Women’s lounge.
